Lthough by order we learne howe to doe , 
dhings and then put the ſame in ptactiſe, 
EAT vet the verie actions themſelues are wor- 
0 BN # thelie deemed farre more excellent and 
2 honorable then the bare knowledg ther- 
of: by ſo much as thend is more pretious 
then all the meanes by which the ſame 
is attained,

children ſpend their time in learning the rules of Grammer, tou- 
ching either the Etymologie or Syntaxis thereof, if they did not 
after apply their knowledge to thuſe of ſpeaking and writing. 

* And as Phiſitions ſhould ynprofitablie — themſelues C 
with the vnderſtanding of the ſeuerall natures and properties of 
herbes and roots, and other ſymples, or of the art of Phiſicke, if 
they did not ſhew vs thuſe, and frute therof, in curing diſeaſes and 
reſtoring health: So doubtleſſe the doctrine of all other Ats and 
Sciencesis idle and barren, if vſe and practiſe be not therewith 
conioyned. And therefore we alwaies accompt thoſe things which 
arewrought by Ert of farre more paſsing excellencie , then we do 
the Art it ſelfe. 

Neither doth any doubt that it is harder to practiſe an Art, 
then onely to learne the Theory ke part thereof: For neither they 
which knowe the ſeuerall kindes & meaſures of verſes , with the 
lawes of verſyfiyng, are thereby ſtraight waies Poets: Nor they 
which haue learned by hart all the tropes , figures and precepts 
of Rhetorycke, are by and by Orators : for to their — 
they muſt needes couple long vſe and exerciſe before they winne 
the names of perfect Poets, or eloquent Orators: 

Euen ſo, it ſufficeth not our notary to knowe onely what In- 
ſtruments and contractes be, what thinges and acts they may be 
made of, and by what perſons, with ſuch other generall notions, 
For ere he beworthic that name, he muſt througly knowe theTe- 
uerall tenors and formes of euery ſpeciall Inſtrument, in ech kind 
of contract and buſines. 

* Wherefore as heretofore I haue generally in ſome mea g 
A J. ure 
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ſure laid dowre the doctrine of Inſtruments : ſo in theſe which 
follow, I intend to ſhew certein formes of cueric kinde of Inſtru- 
ments,as they haue heretofore long time bin vſed, and approued 
by learned men of great experience: from whoſe found examples | 
therein, I thinkeit not — raſhiy to ſw arue, becauſe it is a tarre 
ſuerer courſe, to reteine thoſe certeine formes which continually | 
haue bin many yeres put in vre, then to deuiſe new: For that Time 
whois the touchſtone of all Arts hath confirmed theſe. 

* And for ſo much as Couenants are inſerted intoal maner of 
Inſtruments, I think it good firſt to ſhew examples therof hauing 
defined what maner of Inſtrumentes they be: An Inſtrument of 
Conenants therfore is a formal deed conteining an agreement of 
diuers perſons, whereby the one doth promiſe or couenant with: 
the _ to doo or omitt ſome act or acts, thing or things in ſuch 
ſort as they haue concluded therof amongſt themſelues, and they 
are moſt commonly made with theſe words following, or the like 
in effect.

fore them in Engliſn. Which being ſo done, the feconor his At- 
turney muſt take a clot of the earth, ira boughʒor a dig of a tret
